This is a first report of our stewardship by the officers, executive committee and 
staff of POAU - the highlights of ovr first quarter as a going concern and the background 
of origin. ijay 15, 1947 marked the ip tis ga of consultations by leading churchmen which 
had been broken off when World War II began...eAnother meeting was held October 13....0r- 
ganization was voted, officers chosen, a llational Acvisory Council composed of 125 members 
was authorized November 20 (a separate list of those enlisted is attached)....January 12, 
1943, a wlanifesto, signed by the top leaders, was released and widely carried by the 
Nation's press...attention was called to certain States where legislatures have yielded 
to church political oressures...also that Federal Supreme Court decisions had confirmed 
State acticn using public school funds (1) to provide free text books for parochial 
schaols (1930) and (2) to transport pupils to such schools (1947). The Manifesto also 





mg the Catholic church has made ominous progress in its strategy of winning for itself 
a position of special privilege in relaticn tc the State through the Taylor ambassador- 
ship to the Pope. 


Sharp rejoinder came from Jonn E. Swift, supreme knight of the Knights of Columbus, 


the very next day, predicting POAU "will sven os its owr weight because...it is loaded

The National Catholic Welfare Conference followed up on January 26 with a pronounce- 
ment written by Archbishop iicNicholas...through the NCNC the Catholic church provides for 
its followers authoritarian leadership and influence on a variety of issues....liarch 8 
our reply ee recounted the taking over of North College Hill (Cincinnati) by 
a Catholic school board majority...the incorporating of a parochial school into the pub- 
lic system, paying “etticcholas 16,000 for 10 months' building rent...nuns placed on the 
public payroll...all this resulting in overthrow of church control at the polls after 
schools were blacl:listed bry State and lNational Education Associations and a public meeting 
of the school board ended in riot. 











New Mexico's sad plicsht was cited where 135 nuns and brothers and 1 priest are paid 
by the State as teachers in nublic schools...e-POAU has aided in the moves to close this 
breach through legal counsel. (Send for "Shadows Over Our Schools" for details). 


Supreme Court closes breach...rules 8 to 1 that released time for religious educa- 
tion under sectarian instruction in public school buildings is illegal....This was the 
famous MicCollum case, decided March 8, 1948. POAU went on record at once, approving 
the decision. It is believed the decision reinforced the barrier and effectually closed 
the door against any Federal or State funds going directly in aid of non-public or pa- 
rochial schools. 





An archive is being built by POAU. So far we have a file of over 2,500 news clippings 
Since the first of the year on the issues and public attitudes re separation of church and 


State. We shall undertake research along lines of our special concerns. Please help by 
Sending us data that you may acquire.

The Catholic church exercises political control beyond its numerical importance... 
Catholics operate by fiat. Protestants and Other Americans can only seek to educate... 
we hope to earn the right to be a major instrument in such education in terms of the 
objectives of the Manifesto....‘Jith not more than one-sixth of the voting population of 
the United States, Roman Catholic, here are interesting figures on the religious affilia- 
tions of the present Congress....There are 112 Methodists, 77 Roman Catholics, 72 Bap- 
tists, 57 Presbyterians, 62 Episcopalians, 26 Congregationalists, 25 Christians, 18 
Lutherans, 7 Jewish, 6 Unitarians, 5 Latter Day Saints, (all other denominations, less 
than 5 each). Of the Senators who belong to a church, 84 are Protestants, 10 are Roman 
Catholics....Time after time in Senate votes, there is too little evidence of Protestant 


conviction. 





Parochial school defined...the primary purpose of a church school is to serve its 
‘own purposes...i.e., it establishes, confirms and propagates its religious, social and 
economic beliefs....With this in mind, you will want to work to secure an amendment to 
the McCowen Bill (HR-2953) to make explicit and unmistakable that no funds shall be 
appropriated directly or indirectly for the benefit of non-public or parochial schools.

ARTICLE I 


Section 1. The activities of POAU shall be carried on in any locality by a committee 
working in cooperation with the National organization under the general direction of a 
chairman who shall be a member of the National Advisory Council and who shall be appointed 
by the National Executive Committee. 


Section 2. The Constitution and By-laws of the National organization, and the actions of 
the National Executive Committee, shall be the operating rules. 


Section 3. The Committee shall operate within the boundaries of the State of 
or radius of miles of (city).

Section 4. The Committee shall be constituted and called into existence when 
its organization, with not less than ten members, officers, and Executive Board, shall 
have been approved by the National Executive Committee. 





ARTICLE II

subscribed to the Manifesto of POAU ma: become a member. 





ARTICLE III 


Section 1. Each local committee shall draw up rules of organization and procedure pat- 
terned as closely after the Constitution and By-laws of National POAU as local conditions 
Warrant. Such rules to be approved by the State chairman and filed with the National 
office of POAU. 


ARTICLs IV 
Section 1. The Committee may, in addition to dues and contributions made direct 


by members to the National POAU, request such funds of its members as may be required to 
conduct its local work. 





ARTICLE V 


Section 1. The Committee shall meet ev the call of its president, the state 
chairman, or at the request of any three members of the local executive board. For a 
committee to remain active, it should meet at least once a year for the election of 
officers and the conduct of such business as may properly come before it.

"You hear strange things about Catholics," so reads the headline on one of the ads run 
by the Knights of Columbus in newspapers and national magazines this spring. The aim is to 
educate non-Catholics on basic beliefs and history of the Catholic Church; also, to combat 
anti-Catholic feeling. The ads present Catholic propaganda with astonishing claims, such as 
"The Bible is a Catholic Book."" We welcome this bold approach to the open forum of public 
opinion. We also consider it a challenge for us to widen and intensify our educational pro 
gram in terms of the Manifesto. Catholics state (we think they count all babies) "at least 
one out of every six Americans is a Catholic." The K. of C. campaign started four years aga 
in newspapers in Missouri. This January, the campaign went national, Over »100,000 was 
appropriated, The assignment was given to its year-old Religious Information Bureau by the 
Supreme Council of the Knights of Columbus. Magazines used include Pathfinder, American 
Weekly (Hearst Newspaper Sunday Supplement), Household and Liberty. Mats of these ads are 
also sent to local K. C. Councils which run and pay for them in local papers. By the end o 
May, it is reported they had received 75,000 requests for literature and distributed about 
125,000 pamphlets. Also, they claim that the campaign has brought fron 1 out of every 12 
~~ persons asking for literature, a later request for religious instruction by mail. We of 
P,O.A.U, consider this a challenge to redouble our om efforts to acquaint every thinking 
person in this great Democracy with the principles of the Manifesto. Ecclesiastical totali 
tarianism is as menacing as political totalitarianism. In the end, it leads to the same 
denial of the basic freedom - freedom of thought, of expression, and the right to worship 
according to the dictates of one's own conscience. Let us give the people the facts -- 
"let the people know." 









Adventists Oppose Public Aid. One religious denomination which operates 967 parochial 
schools in North America and a total of 3,500 schools and colleges over the world, but whic 
Opposes any program of public aid to such schools, is the Seventh Day Adventists. 





Pointing out that their schools, mostly of elementary grades, would stand to benefit 
from such a program, attorneys for their Conference nevertheless filed a brief in the recent 
Champaign, Illinois religious education case arguing that the Constitution "forbids state 
support, financial or otherwise, of religion, in any guise, form or degree," and that this 
“includes religious training and teaching." 


—— Oklahoma Denies Parochial Transit. In 1959, the Oklahona State Legislature, under 
tightly organized minority group pressure, provided for transportation of parochial school 

~~ students in public school buses under certain conditions. Recently, the provision was ruled 
unconstitutional by the State Supreme Court.

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Some Protestants Disagree with P.0.A.U. A statement on church and state, & ped -d) 
twenty-one Protestants, released June 17, has attracted some attentions ‘These churchmen 

ar somewhat worried over the recent Supreme Court decision about church+directed = 
religious education in public schools, They fear that “whatever its intention may be, this 
hardening of the idea of 'separation' by the court will greatly accelerate the trend tcward 
the secularization of our culture.” They conclude, "The situation created by these decisions 
of our highest court makes clear that it is important for our great religious communions, 
without obscuring their differences of faith and policy, to explore the possibilities of 
working together. Only as we realize such possibilities shall we succeed in maintaining the 
religious foundations of our national life." 
































What situation has been created by the Supreme Court decision that we must now "explore 
the possibilities of working together?" Do not inter-faith meetings have the cooperation of 
all except that of the koman Catholics? In order to avoid unpleasant differences, must eve 
body yield to the Catholic minority, even to the point of giving up the American principle o 
separation of church and state? 


Do Protestants need to adopt the Roman Catholic Church's over-worked word, “seculari- 
gation?" Too often "secular" means non-Catholic, Is it "secular" for public schools to 
leave sectarianism to the church and the hone? Is it "secular" to protect a child fron 
ostracism because of his spiritual conviction? The basis of our public school education is 
true democracy. This group of Protestant churchmen (happily, by no means voicing American 
Protestant opinion on this matter) has issued a statement which accords well with the Cathol 
viewpoint. 


Let us be guided, however, by the Protestant Episcopal diocese of Bethlehem, Penna., 
whose resolution, passed at its 77th annual convention, reads in part: 


"The public recognition of God, our dependence on His bounty, our duty to follow His 
will, the brotherhood of man, historically American ideas, should be part of the public 
education of every American child. 


*"Sectarian emphasis, and detailed religious education are the concern of the churches, 
and have no place in the public school building, nor should they be supported by public 
taxation." 





Dr. J. M. Dawson, recording secretary of Protestants and Other Americans United for 
Separation of Church and State, said that the 8-1 Supreme Court decision is not a mandate 
for secularism to the exclusion of moral and spiritual values. "It is a positive protection 
against the menace of sectarianism in our public school system; hence, it is insurance of 
religious liberty and mutual goodwill among the sects. It is a direct service to the home 
and church, the divinely-appointed agencies for proper religious instruction....It produces 
a keen sense of obligation to strengthen, yet more and more, the high moral and spiritual 
values now being taught under the democratic processes of the public school."

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Shaping American culture toward Catholicism. Speeches in recent weeks by members of 
the hierarchy are of a pattern. They strive to alarm,that through secularization Anerica 
will fall prey to Communism, Behind this emotional appeal, there is a shrewd strategy to 
place this once Protestant nation under tne religious. and social dominance of the Roman 
Catholic Church. As we Protestants and others remain divided among many faiths, this ti¢ht}, 
cohesive minority seeks to conquer. In 38 of our SO largest cities, Catholics stand first in 
number of .nurch members. These cities set the pace of American culture. In 55 out of 48 
states, Catholic communicants are more numerous than any single Protestant denomination, je 
are moving toward cultural unity. Universal radio, universal education, the universal motign 
picture, the universal press -- all these foster a closely knit comaunity....And dominating 





all is universal government. Who is to shape that governnent? The Catholic Legion of Deceng 


gained power over the motion picture industry by starting with censorship of lewdness, This 
now results in the present output of numerous pro-Catholic films. This cumulative influence 
on newspapers, radio, art, music and literature can no longer be ignored by thoughtful people 
Roman Catholic policy in this country is projected and carried out by 145 bishops and arch- 
bishops who are the ruling American hierarchy. These men are appointed directly by the Pope 
on recommendation of the apostolic delegate whom the Vatican maintains in princely quarters 
‘in Washington. The intentions of this power network are clearly shown by the words of the 
Archbishop of San Francisco, spoken in 1921: "We have coordinated and united Catholic power 
in this country. It now knows where and when it can act and it is encouraged by the con- 
sciousness of its unity. We feel ourselves powerful because our union has become visible," 


The un-American Roman Catholic view that the First Amendment was only intended to forbid 
the establishment of a particular state church, leaving the government free t» aid any or al] 
churches must be refuted. The historic view, opposed to the Catholic conception, is incorpo- 
rated in forty-six state constitutions expressly forbidding government aid to churches, in 
decisions of various state supreme courts to the same effect, and in both the Everson and 
McCollum cases by the United States Supreme Court in relation to the First Amendment to the 
Constitution forbidding government support of churches, Some Protestants have espoused the 
Catholic view. The American Bar Association Journal carried an editorial which gave comfort 
to those who hold to the Catholic idea, but the editorial will be answered by one of the 
greatest constitutional lawyers in the United States, who will utterly demolish the argument 
of the editorial. Indeed, we are campiling opinions from a large number of the most competes 
legal experts, which abundantly sustain the Supreme Court. We predict there will be a growin 
acceptance of the recent Supreme Court decisions which upheld the historic interpretation of 


the Constitution.
